from New York wrote his manager 
in Michigan that the northern pen- 
insuia of Michigan would be looked 
after by certain superintendents of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and for the manager to get in 
touch with them. Not all the com- 
munications cf Newberry with hi* 
manager were by letter. Let me 
quote from' another of Commander 
Newberry's letters to his manager: 
"I will keep you in touch with the 
situation and call you on the tele- 
phone when I liear anything that 
will assist the campaign. I prefer 
to do that rather, than write let- 
ters." They had almost daily con-

He requested me to 
work for Mr. Newberry's interest 
with the $300, .and he gave me a lot 
of literature, buttons, etc., to dis- 
tribute, I took the literature and 
buttons, and I expended this $300; I 
spent it around 
advertising 
Mr. 


Newberry from one place to anoth- 
er, buying drinks and cigars. I 
spent the entire- ?300 that. way. 
After the. f300 was. gone I paid 
more visits to .the headquarters. 
Mr. Emery delivered a second $300 
to me in cash.

So here were the 
"drys" and 


"wets," little lambs of Newberry, 
taking shelter under the same tent. 


As the primary campaign drew 


towards the close, the 
corrupting 


influence of the Newberry gold bad 
become so apparent as to cause a 
great scandal,jn Michigan. 
Final- 


ly,- Newberry was indicted by a 
grand jury in the federal district 
court, tried in the federal court by 
a 'jury of his peers in Michigan, 
convicted, and sentenced 
to 
the 


dungeon. During the trial New- 
berry discreetly stayed off the wit- 
ness stand. Commander Newberry 
gave bonds and appealed his <case to 
the United States supreme court, 
where by a divided-court the feder- 
al statute was held unconstitution- 
al, and Newberry was freed. The 
facts remain as shown before the 
jury that Ncwberry 
directly and 


through his approved agents spent 
more than $195,000. 
The 
senate 


of the United States referred the 
matter to a packed committe, and 
again Newberry had an opportunity 
to testify under oath, and again ha 
refused to do so. 


It should be added that checks, 


stubs, and books of campaign ex- 
penses were conveniently lost or 
destroyed.. The assistant treasur- 
er, who knew all about the matter 
of funds, got across the line into 
Canada and never gave his testi- 
mony. It was shown to a certainty 
that the Newberry campaign cost 
at least ?250,000, and reliable esti- 
mates go as high as 1800,000. 


As said at the beginning, the 


United States senato by solemn 
resolution 
absolved 
Commander 


Newfaerry from all sin and caused 
his to sit in the seat which he had 
purchased at so great a cost to his 
bank account and to his good name. 


The vote in the senate was of 


peculiar interest to the people of

stance on the amendment to abolish 
the secrecy clause of the 
income 


law, where the votes of Lenroot 
and Newberry defeated the amend- 
ment. 


The President had shown a live- 


ly interest in seating Newberry. He 
had the patronage and had selected 
Lenroot as his agent in its distribu- 
tion in 'Wisconsin. 
He said: 
"I 


myself am satisfied that the exces- 
sive use-of money by the friends 
of Newberry was a detriment 
to 


him, 
instead of a help." 


^Newberry harbored no such de- 


lusion. Neither did he attempt to 
deceive his fellow senators abont 
it 
He said: "I can only say that 


I regret exceedingly that so large 
an amount of money was necessar- 
ily expended." And he added: 
have no criticism, to make of those 
who managed the campaign -which 
resulted in my election to the Uni- 
ted States Senate." 


But the most significant thing 


was th« statement by Senator La- 
Follette, who called attention to the 
precedent 
in the Lorimer case, 


where the 'Senate confirmed Lori- 
mer in his seat when tha matter 
first came up, but a year or so la- 
ter reversed itself and threw Lor- 
imer out. It was on the.motion of 
LaFollettc that the Lorimer 
case 


was reopened, and it may be on 
the motion of LaPollette that New- 
berry .may yet lose the seat which 
he holds by virtue of his pile of 
gold. 


Thus the Newberrv case becomes 


of special interest to us in Wis- 
consin. The interests back of New- 
berry wish to keep him in the Sen- 
ate.The term of Senator LaFollette 
expires March 4th next.

Th« committee of 44 then met in 
Milwaukee and added to its- mem.- 
bership the original committee of 
seven,

ex-Senator 
Otto 


Bosshard, of. La Crosse, chairman, 
and State Senator George Skogmo, 
Secretary,' and -called a statewide 
convention of delegates to meet in j 
Milwaukee, on i February 22, 1922, 
to nominate a -Jacket for candidates 
at the September primary for-Uni- 
ted States Senator and state offi- 
cers.

away while the imitation' battleship 
under'the arts .of .the movie director 
was made to appear to.roll.and toss 
.on mid ocean, so that Commander 
Newberry—old sea dog that he was 
-r-^iould hardly keep his -sea'legs.

I 


T has been a truism for years, taught 
in civics and history classes to every 


school boy in Wisconsin, that miich of 
the most important work of Congress is 
done in Committee. 


It is equally a truism—although Hot so 


widely taught in respectable circles •— 
that the Committees which do the work 
of Congress are for the most part con- 
trolled and dominated by thos'e great 
special interests, reaching out to control 
legislation, which the American people 
have come to denominate as "Big Busi- 
ness." 


The all-powerful Committee of the na- 


tional House of Representatives is the 
Committee on Ways and Meaits. 


The average citizen has little concep-

Timely Views Not In The News 


INTELLECTUALS, HOPE OF RUSSIA IK ITS EIGHT FOR LIFE 


ARE BREAKING DOWN UNDER STRAIN," SAYS PROFESSOR. 
R 


USSIA'S intellectuals, who in the past have contributed extensively 
to the arts and sciences, present one of. the most tragic phases o' 
the great famine in that country, in the opinion.of Prof. Archi- 


bald Gary Coolidge of Harvard university, who has just returned to 
New York after six months, of work with the American relief adminis 
tration in the stricken territory: 


It is. not the spirit of the Russian ititellectua: 


that has been crushed, according to Professor Cool 
idge. He points out that the determination of .the 
Russian intellectual to salvage the youth of -that 
country is just as •pronounced as it ever was and his 
persistence in carrying on is.almost incredible.- He 
further states that the ordeal to which these men 
and women,are subjected is wrecking them physi- 
cally, so undermining their :heaith that the problem 
of continuing their work is « most serious one. 


Professor Coolidge explains that there are sev- 


eral reasons-for the distress among this' class of 
Russians, but that the fcutstanding one is inadequate 
remuneration. The property owned by thesomen 
and women was •confiscated when the.czkrist gov- 
ernment was' overthrown, they, being allowed to re- 
tain only a few personal belongings. So they de- 
pend entirely on salaries, Which are woefully' inade- 
quate, particularly. f6r those .with dependent fom- 
ihes, a^ there are thousands of such educators, 
It is not an exception to see a college professor holding three or four 


jobs in addition to his university work, the professor declared. 
After 


hours in the lecture room one might find a College professor clerking, in a 
.book store, working m a library, lecturing elsewhere, wdrkine for the ifov^ 
ernment or interpreting and translating. .

Hence, it is inevitable that those; brave men and women whose sole 
inspiration is e, desire to bave Russia retain it* place in the. world of 
culture will collapse under the-strain,-.Professor Coolidge believe*.

• The intellectual is .denied -the. publication of his books at tl»U time 
and perhaps this blow causes the keenest pain of all. 


Tho straits in which the Russian, intellectuals find themselves, the 


professor says, cannot be impressed too" strongly on American colleee 
men and educators. . Cold classrooms, cold and dirty sleeping quarteS 
and a scant allotment of food have r.ot swerved them-from theii course 
and they would die; rather than abandon their objective—an education.
